The prior art of record does not teach or suggest individually or in combination a method 
of implementing data communication between two devices involving a wireless 
connection via two sets of software, wherein 

at least part of the communication is carried out by means of method calls, each 
of which includes a service request; 

each device has at least some programs implemented in a script-based 
programming language for establishing a connection to a telecommunication system; 

a service broker is used for supplying a service request to a server that offers 
the service request during the communication, wherein both the server and the service 
request are derived from the method call, said server responds to the method call 
according to the service needed by sending the information required by the service to 
the service broker, the latter then sends the information to the sender of the method 
call; and 

an adapter (i.e., a certain application) is employed between the sender of the 
service request and the service broker for interpreting or translating the service requests
